The N.O. news 
paper accounts of their testimony wa3 convincing that the 
incident occurred, but I have worried a bit about the ident- 
ifications, I guess the thing which has always bothered *e 
the cost is why a guy like Shaw would expose hdmself in that 
fashion. What possible purpose ©ould it serve, even if his 
only relationship with the other two was social or sexual. 

The Liebeler thing is wild. Do you have any idea whether 
he has ever done anything?# like this before or whether he 
is going down hill emotionally. I know that this is a wild 
thing to ask, but Liebeler was into so much of this out there 
for a while that you may have heard about other misbehavior. 

On the Shaneyfelt testimony, I would strongly advise trying 
do get Garrison to get it. Let him absorb the expense rather 
than us.
